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The Court of Appeals of Maryland, the state’s highest 
court, has denied the Prince George’s County Planning 
Board’s petition for a writ of certiorari to hear the Planning 
Board’s case against the City of Greenbelt over the concep- 
tual site plans for the Greenbelt Metro station development. 

The order, signed by Chief Judge Robert M. Bell, states 
that the petition is “denied as there has been no showing 
that review by certiorari is desirable and in the public in- 
terest.” 

The Planning Board request for a writ of certiorari came 
after the Maryland Court of Special Appeals reversed the 
Prince George’s County Council’s approval of the concep- 
tual site plan filed by the Metroland Developers LLC for 
the proposed Greenbelt Metro station development and ad- 
jacent property in Greenbelt West. 

The Court of Special Appeals had also reversed the ap- 
proval by the Prince George’s County Planning Board for 
the preliminary plat of subdivision for the property. These 
decisions will now stand. 

The effect of the Special Appeals Court decision is to 
send the case back to the Prince George’s County Planning 
Board to correct the erroneous findings and to try again to 
approve a conceptual site plan for the Metro station devel- 
opment that meets the statutory requirements of the zoning 
ordinance.

Sappington Describes Iraq 
Experience Training Police

“The brotherhood of police- 
men extends around the world.” 
This is the creed former Greenbelt 
police officer Doug Sappington 
tried to instill in the officers he 
mentored during his year-long 
stay in Iraq. Just one month af- 
ter retiring from serving 26 years 
on the Greenbelt police force, 
Sappington was among the first 
group of senior police officials 
who flew to Iraq in October 
2003. 

Sappington’s first assignment 
was to win the respect of the 
Baghdad Chief of Police. He 
knew that he had accomplished 
this goal when each day the 
chief greeted him with the cus- 
tomary three kisses on the cheek. 
Along with winning his trust, 
Sappington had to teach him to 
make his own decisions confi- 
dently. “Under the old regime 
Iraqis risked their lives if they 
showed initiative,” Sappington 
stated. 

One of his main jobs in Iraq 
was to establish a recruiting sys- 
tem and training program for 
Iraqi police. To win the trust of 
Iraqi officers, Sappington had to 
overcome the preconceived idea 
that all Americans were like 
“Dirty Harry.” He also had to 
teach Iraqis how to police in a 
democracy. In the past officials 
were accustomed to taking 
money or “backshish” as part of

their routine business. 

To overcome this expectation, 
Sappington said, the salaries of 
Iraqi police were increased. The 
average policeman now receives 
about US $200 per month while 
the chief receives about $800 
per month. These are large 
amounts by Iraqi standards, he 
said. He hopes the Iraqis will 
also establish their own internal 
affairs division. 

After spending four months 
working in Baghdad, Sappington 
was sent to the southern prov- 
ince of Basra. There his biggest 
problem, he said, was getting the 
British to accept help. The Brits 
had their own structure set up 
and did not welcome an Ameri- 
can presence, Sappington said.

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Wi-Fi Transmitter Makes Roosevelt Center 


A Hot Spot for Laptop Computer Users

Laptop computer users can 
access the world wide web any- 
where in Roosevelt Center with- 
out being hooked up to phone 
lines, due to the Netgear Wireless 
Fidelity transmitter now installed 
in the window of the New Deal 
Café by the Greenbelt Internet 
Access Cooperative. 

The equipment was donated 
by Alfredo Nava-Tudela, a sys- 
tems administrator at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland with an interest 
in seeing hot-spots multiply in 
the area. The university campus 
already has many of these hot 
spots in service. The DSL Phone 
line at the New Deal is being 
paid for by the Greenbelt Internet 
Access Cooperative, which has 
an interest in seeing Greenbelt 
become as internet-friendly as 
possible. 

Dorian Winterfeld installed the 
NetGear Router and Wi-Fi trans- 
ceiver in the Café with the ad- 
vice and encouragement of GIAC 
board members Ed James and 
Doug Love. With help from Pe- 
ter May, and advice from Doug 
Love and Ray Stevens, he was 
able to run phone wires through 
the ceiling and over to the win- 
dow of the Café Monday night. 
Now two rows of green lights 
blink beside the antique musical 
instruments in the window, send- 
ing a signal that can be received 
and returned throughout the 
line-of-sight. 

There are four other public 
hotspots in Greenbelt, according 
to www.wi-fihotspotlist.com: 
Starbucks in Greenway Center, 
the Holiday Inn and the two 
Mariott Hotels. Starbucks 
charges for use of their hot spot 
and the hotels are generally the 
only places where their signals 
can be used. Private hotspots 
exist in some GHI courts but are 
limited to those courts. One hot- 
spot owner is said to carry his 
laptop throughout his GHI unit 
while downloading movies and 
music. 

Setting up free hotspots 
quickly is becoming vital. 
Philadelphia is preparing to be- 
come a city-wide hotspot but a 
state law is being pushed by 
lobbyists to prevent any other 
city in Pennsylvania from doing 
this. Blacksburg, Va., is already 
completely wired with high 
speed T1 lines but the newer Wi- 
Fi transmitters provide wireless 
service. Whole counties have 
been “wired” or are planning to 
be in western Maryland, parts of 
Colorado, California, Britain and 
even Pakistan. Doug Love, 
founder of the Greenbelt internet 
co-op, said “We’re going to have 
to act ahead of laws which may

limit control of internet hot- 
spots.” 

Beverly Palau, communica- 
tions coordinator of the City of 
Greenbelt says that City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin and 
IT director Steven Robinson 
have been looking into the situ- 
ation and are aware of the leg- 
islation. 

Connections are strongest in 
the plaza itself but lose speed 
down by the post office and 
tend to disconnect in places 
such as the senior’s bench in the 


Co-op. Beta testing is continu- 
ing and volunteers with laptops 
and Wi-Fi transceivers on their 
laptops are encouraged to help 
determine signal quality through- 
out the center of Greenbelt. 
Ellen Siegel, manager of the 
New Deal Café, asks everyone to 
not ask the Café staff for techni- 
cal help, as they are café profes- 
sionals not computer techs. For 
assistance, computer users can 
contact Dorian Winterfeld at 
dorian@greenbelt.com or Ed 
James at edjames @ greenbelt.com.

GED Classes 
Begin Jan. 11 

Greenbelt CARES will con- 
duct the winter GED course from 
Tuesday, January 11 through 
Thursday, March 24. 

Registration for the course 
will be held on Tuesday, January 
11 from 10:30 to 12:30 only. 
The first class of instruction will 
be Thursday, January 13. 

GED I meets from 10:30 a.m. 
to 12:30 p.m. for students who 
need review of basic math and 
English grammar skills. GED II 
meets from 1 to 3 p.m. for stu- 
dents who have successfully 
completed GED I and/or are 
rerady to learn algebra and ge- 
ometry, English literature and 
writing skills and prepare to take 
the GED test. 

GED classes are every Tues- 
day and Thursday, for 10 weeks, 
in the Municipal Building Con- 
ference Room, 25 Crescent Road. 
Students are required to show 
proof of residency such as a cur- 
rent lease, phone or electric bill, 
driver’s license or motor vehicle 
I.D. card. There is no charge for 
Greenbelt residents. Non- 
Greenbelt residents are required 
to pay a $150 registration fee. 
All students are required to pur- 
chase a copy of the GED text- 
book and calculator from 
Greenbelt CARES. 

Students do not have to be 
16 years of age in order to take 
the GED course. Students are 
eligible to take a GED pre-test 
given at Greenbelt CARES at no 
cost. The actual GED test is 
given by the State of Maryland, 
not Greenbelt CARES. However, 
students who are ready to take 
the test can obtain the applica- 
tion forms from Greenbelt 
CARES.

MVA Explains 


Vehicle Donation 

As the end of the year 
quickly approaches, people 
across Maryland are taking the 
step of donating vehicles to 
charities. The Maryland Vehicle 
Administration (MVA) wants to 
remind Marylanders to take a 
few precautions when deciding 
to donate a vehicle to charity. 

In Maryland, in order for a 
charity to legally transfer a do- 
nated vehicle for profit, the char- 
ity must be licensed as a whole- 
saler. A complete list of chari- 
ties licensed by the MVA as 
wholesalers is available on the 
web at www.marylandmva.com. 

The transaction should be 
handled the same way it would 
if the vehicle were being sold. 
Make certain to fill in the 
charity’s name and address in 
the “Assignment of Ownership” 
portion of the vehicle’s title. 
Keep the receipt and a copy of 
the title assigned to the charity 
as verification of the transaction. 
Also, donors should take both li- 
cense plates off the donated ve- 
hicle and either drop them off at 
the nearest MVA branch office or 
transfer the plates to their new 
vehicle. If turning the plates in 
to the MVA, wait until this step 
is completed before canceling 
the insurance on the vehicle.

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County Registers 
Off-road Vehicles 


The Prince George’s County 
Council unanimously passed (8- 
0), a bill proposed by 
Councilmembers Thomas E. 
Dernoga (District 1) and Douglas 
J.J. Peters (District 4) requiring 
registration of all-terrain vehicles 
(ATVs), miniature scooters and 
motorcycles and other off-road 
vehicles not yet subject to regis- 
tration under state law. 

The legislation seeks to re- 
quire a two-year registration and 
tags for all off-road vehicles. 
The bill also establishes opera- 
tion restrictions for off-road ve- 
hicles, including that they cannot 
be operated on any public street 
or sidewalk within the county; 
may only be operated on private 
property, with written permission, 
between the hours of 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m.; that children under 16 
years of age must be supervised 
by a parent or guardian; and that 
helmets must be worn by drivers 
and passengers while the ve- 
hicles are in operation. 

The bill also creates a pen- 
alty structure for violation of the 
law, including a $250 fine for 
first violation, $500 for second 
violation and $1,000 for subse- 
quent violations. The legislation 
also authorizes the Prince 
George’s County Police Depart- 
ment to impound unregistered 
off-road vehicles and to seek in- 
junctive relief for potential viola- 
tion and monetary compensation 
for damages resulting from viola- 
tion of the law. The bill pro- 
vides for exceptions to the re- 
quirements for motorized golf 
carts operated by public or pri- 
vate golf courses, motorized 
wheelchairs and scooters for dis- 
abled persons and government 
operated off-road vehicles. 

The law will become effective 
on April 1, 2005 to allow for an 
education period for users.

Hubble Will Live 
To Keep Exploring 


Congressman Steny Hoyer re- 
leased the following statement 
applauding the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences National Re- 
search Council recommendation 
to launch a space shuttle mission 
to save the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope. The Academy’s study was 
conducted at the request of 
Hoyer and other members of 
Congress. 

“The recommendation by the 
National Academy of Sciences is 
a clear recognition of the unique 
role that the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope plays in broadening our 
scientific understanding of the 
observable universe and the im- 
portance of taking the appropri- 
ate measures to ensure Hubble 
remains viable. I endorse the 
Academy’s recommendation for a 
manned servicing mission to re- 
pair Hubble and extend its life 
so that future generations will be 
able to further understand and 
explore distant galaxies and the 
mysteries of space. I look for- 
ward to working with my col- 
leagues to make sure that a new 
servicing mission is adequately 
funded and supported.” 

The Hubble Space Telescope 
is managed and operated by 
Goddard Space Flight Center in 
Greenbelt for the Office of Space 
Science at NASA headquarters. 
The scientific operations of the 
Hubble Space Telescope Mission 
are conducted at the Space Tele- 
scope Scientist Institute, located 
at Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore. 

The National Academy of 
Sciences National Research 
Council is a private nonprofit 
society of the nation’s top schol- 
ars created to advise the federal 
government on science and tech- 
nology. 


UM Balance Study 


Seeks Volunteers 


The University of Maryland 
Department of Kinesiology on 
the College Park campus is con- 
ducting a balance study to deter- 
mine how the brain blends the 
information from vision, touch 
and vestibular (inner ear) signals 
into one’s perception of body 
position. One of the reasons 
some people over 65 fall is that 
their brain isn’t putting all the 
pieces of the sensory puzzle to- 
gether accurately. They may not 
be able to perceive their body 
position well enough to keep 
from falling. 

Through the study the Univer- 
sity hopes to learn how people 
over 70 use vision and touch to 
keep their balance. Currently, 
they need participants 70 and 
over who are having trouble with 
their balance and another group 
whose balance is steadier for 
comparison. Potential partici- 
pants will complete a question- 
naire to help the Dept. of Kinesi- 
ology decide whether they are 
eligible to participate in the study. 
Callers will be mailed a question- 
naire to complete and return. 
Those selected will be asked to 
come to the College Park for two 
testing sessions of two hours 
each. The balance tests are not 
strenuous but demand attention. 

Participants must provide their 
own transportation but will be 
given a parking permit and a 
small stipend for their time. An 
important benefit is that partici- 
pants will learn about their bal- 
ance abilities and risks for falls 
from the results of the tests.

Assault

“SoberRide”’ Offers Free Taxicab Rides 


Area officials have launched 
an anti-drunk driving initiative 
designed to reduce holiday-time, 
alcohol-related traffic incidents 
in the Washington metropolitan 
area. Citing the fact that the

“SoberRide” 
is offered in the District of Co- 
lumbia, throughout the Maryland 
counties of Montgomery and 
Prince George’s and throughout 
the Northern Virginia counties of 
Arlington, Fairfax, eastern 
Loudoun and Prince William. In 
these areas local taxicab compa- 


nies will provide this no-cost 
service to local residents age 21 
and older who otherwise might 
have attempted to drive home af- 
ter drinking. 

Since 1993, WRAP’s “Sober- 
Ride” program has provided 
26,693 free cab rides to poten- 
tially impaired drivers in the 
Greater Washington area.

Eventually he said he was able 
to get the British to agree to 
work cooperatively for the com- 
mon goal of preparing the Iraqis 
for self-government. 

Sappington conceded that 
much of what is happening in 
Iraq today is politically moti- 
vated. He fears that Iraqi insur- 
gents, with help from Iranians 
and Syrians, may undermine the 
upcoming elections. “A lot of 
Arab nations don’t want democ- 
racy to work,” he affirmed. “It 
scares them.” 

He is also concerned about 
the heavy religious influence on 
the government and the extreme 
animosity expressed toward rival 
religious groups. He tried to in- 
struct the Iraqi policemen to for- 
get that they were Shiite or 
Sunni or Kurd. “You’re blue,’ 
he would tell them. “You’re a 
policeman. Everyone [you work 
with on a patrol] is responsible 
for your safety. You do things to 
benefit everyone, not just your- 
self,” he explained. 

Iraq Unstable 

Nevertheless, he stated, ““There 
needs to be a master plan, every- 
one needs to read from the same 
script.” He commented that the 
situation in Iraq is not stable and 
he feels that it will be years be- 
fore the country will be able to 
govern itself. But he also be- 
lieves that it was night for Ameri- 
cans to be in Iraq. 

“Traq could be richer than Ku- 
wait,” he noted, “but it has to 
share its resources with the 
people.” He was most impressed 
by the importance of family in 
the Iraqi culture and the high 
hopes that Iraqi parents have for

the future of their children. 

Several times Sappington 
feared for his life. The first oc- 
curred in Baghdad several days 
after a car bombing. The street 
he was on was blocked off and 
he heard someone _ yelling 
“Allahu Akbar,’ meaning “God is 
Great.” He had been told this 
was the signal for blowing up 
cars and felt, “This is it!” As it 
turned out, the Iraqi calling out 
“Allahu Akbar” was friendly and 
was greeting the Americans. 

On another occasion, rockets 
set off by insurgents exploded a 
couple hundred feet from where 
he was sleeping. He jumped out 
of bed and prepared for the

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worst. 

After a year in Iraq, Sapping- 
ton was more than ready to re- 
turn to his home and family in 
Columbia, Md. He had made 
some good Iraqi friends, espe- 
cially his Baghdad bodyguard 
who called him his brother. On 
his last night in Iraq, Sappington 
invited the bodyguard and his 
wife to dinner. “Tears were shed 
all the way around,” Sappington 
said. 

When asked if he would ever 
return to Iraq, he smiled and 
said, if he had not gone there “T 
would do it again — but not 
twice!” He went because he 
wanted to make a difference and 
he feels that he succeeded.

What to Do When Children 
Have Problems in School

Children who have developed 
normally prior to school age may 
still begin to exhibit learning 
problems as early as kindergarten 
and first grade. Parents and 
school staff can work together to 
determine what is affecting the 
child’s progress and how best to 
address the problem. 

The first thing to remember is 
that all children want to succeed 
and do their best. There are vari- 
ous factors parents need to con- 
sider when a child is not doing 
well in school. What specific 
school tasks are difficult — learn- 
ing letters, putting letters together 
into words or doing computa- 
tions? A sustained difficulty in a 
particular academic area may indi- 
cate the need for evaluation of a 
“learning disability.” Parents 
should not panic at the word 
“disability” as this can also be 
viewed as an alternative learning 
style. Once the teaching ap- 
proach matches the learning style, 
these children will learn and even 
excel. Address concerns to the 
teaching team in written form and 
ask for an evaluation. 

Did the learning difficulty sur- 
face following an illness or fam- 
ily crisis? Caregivers may want 
to consult with the teacher and 
school guidance counselor to de- 
termine if the child is distracted 
or preoccupied by emotional is- 
sues. Poor academic performance 
may express a child’s worries 
about tensions in the home. A\l- 
lowing the child an opportunity 
to talk about concerns, being re- 
assured that they are not at fault 
and that caring adults are sup- 
portive can alleviate upset. Chil- 
dren may then need remedial help 
in the form of tutoring if they 
have fallen behind. 

What if the problem takes the 


form of seemingly willful misbe- 
havior, such as shouting out an- 
swers, throwing tantrums or fight- 
ing with peers? The idea that 
these children want to succeed 
and do their best should guide in- 
vestigation of the problem. The 
child may need additional train- 
ing and guidance from parents 
and staff in how to handle frus- 
tration or conflict with peers. 
Could caregivers benefit from 
family counseling to help them 
better model and teach these 
skills? Does the child have op- 
portunities to interact more appro- 
priately and enjoyably with peers 
after school on play dates, trips to 
the playground or organized rec- 
reational activities? Children 
want to have friends and be liked 
by their peer group in general. 
What does the child gain from 
throwing tantrums — attention or 
dismissal from a subject they do 
not enjoy? Such behaviors may 
be another indicator of a learning 
disability or alternative learning 
style. When children feel unsuc- 
cessful in their attempts to learn, 
they may act out their frustration. 
The Greenbelt community has 
many resources for evaluating and 
addressing such school issues: 
counselors at Greenbelt CARES; a 
wide variety of recreational pro- 
grams and concerned principals, 
guidance staff and teachers at the 
local schools. The key is to 
bring the issues to the attention 
of the appropriate resources in a 
timely way, so the child can ex- 
perience the success and recogni- 
tion they naturally seek. For 
more information, there are numer- 
ous websites for information on 
children’s learning styles, includ- 
ing SchwabLearning.org and 
www.wrightslaw.com.

School System Wants Input on Budget 


In preparing the budget for the 
next school year, the Board of 
Education and Prince George’s 
County Public Schools’ Chief Ex- 
ecutive Officer, Dr. André J. 
Hornsby, are going online to get 
connected with parents and all 
stakeholders in the success of the 
school system. 

A public opinion survey to 
gauge the general health of the 
school system is posted on the 
county schools’ web = site 
(www.pgcps.org) through January 
19. County residents are encour- 
aged to review the “Quality 
Schools Program Strategic Plan” 
and the current school year’s 
budget when answering survey 
questions. The survey establishes 
an open forum to harness the 
public’s overwhelming interest in 
education by gaining input on 
programs, identifying needs, tar- 
geting areas for improvements 
and aligning priorities for the 
2005-2006 school year. 

When logging on to the 


school system website, partici- 
pants may review the current 
year’s budget, including program 
improvements, and provide feed- 
back by answering a series of 
questions that include ranking 
programs in 12 areas as “high, 
medium or low” priorities. 

People will see a comparison 
of Prince George’s County public 
schools to other jurisdictions 
with regard to needs, including 
teacher salaries, costs per pupil, 
test scores and more. There is 
also space for general comments 
and to address areas not covered 
in the survey. 

There will also be opportuni- 
ties for public participation in 
the budget process through 
Board of Education work-ses- 
sions and open forums sched- 
uled for January 13 at Largo 
High School, January 18 at 
Surratsville High School and 
January 19 at Rosaryville El- 
ementary School. All public fo- 
rums begin at 7 p.m.

Successful programs 
were retained and expanded to 
include all students regardless of 
race. 

The CLE Program opportuni- 
ties include biotechnology, cre- 
ative and performing arts, French 
immersion, Montessori, military 
academy, music and technology, 
talented and gifted and visual 
and performing arts.

A lottery system will be used 
to place students in CLE school 


programs for the 2005-2006 
school year, utilizing a race-neu- 
tral, random selection process. 
Applications are sorted by pro- 
gram and CLE school assign- 
ments are made based on space 
availability, residence and se- 
quence number. When all avail- 
able slots are filled all other ap- 
plications are given a waiting 
list number, again based on their 
program choice, grade and se- 
quence number. 

Openings are limited in all 
programs.

Placement will be made accord- 
ing to the first available open- 
ing in either program choice but 
only one program choice is 
granted.
